All week long across the vast and vacant prairie 
the search went on. Four-year-old LaVern En- 
get had left his family’s farmhouse near Powers 
Lake, N.Dak.

EDITORIALS 


THE CAMPAIGN ISSUES—IF ANY 


THROUGH TRAFFIC 


Besides last week's visit from President Eisen- 
hower, the city of New York has just received 
a tribute which seems to us to have a rather 
pleasant eloquence. For the second year in a 
row the American Automobile Association gave 
New York its award for the best pedestrian 
safety record of any U.S. city with more than 
‘one million population. 

Cynics may claim that if New Yorkers enjoy 
superior safety it is only because they have 
developed superior agility at dodging, in a sort 
of Darwinian adaptation to living dangerously. 
Motorists also may claim that New York’s traf= 
fic jams are becoming so impassable that noth- 
ing can get hurt because nothing moves. But 
we prefer to find another significance. 

New York is one of the few U.S. cities of any 
size in which the pedestrian is still free to 
ize pretty much as he damn well 
In Washington as in Chicago, Los An- 
or Detroit, among others, if he walks 
against the red light a pedestrian may be ar- 
rested—and sometimes is. New York has no 
pedestrian laws. If'a New Yorker wants to step 
off the curb and walk diagonally across Fifth 
Avenue’s lethally broad streams of traffic, no- 
body stops him. He can disregard red lights if 
he feels like it, which he usually does, and if 
he has the nerve he may without hindrance 
slip between the bumpers, 10 inches apart, of 
two traffic-halted taxis. 

Despite this scandalous freedom to risk one’s 
life and limb, despite New York’s marked lack 
of warning bells, flailing signs and sheepherd- 
ing techniques, despite the disgraceful lack of 
regimentation, the New York pedestrian has 
more chances of staying alive than pedestrians 
in any other big, more authoritarian city. We 
think this shows that you can entrust ordinary 
human beings with the freedom to do as they 
please, and even that freedom is more benefi- 
cial than regimentation. 

If any of our contemporaries in Eastern Eu- 
rope want to copy this item, we hope they 
will feel free to copy. Comrades, feel free.

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According to the Gallup polls, there is a 
clear national majority in this election for 
two things only: 1) Eisenhower, 2) the Dem- 
ocratic party. Yet if, as is so freely predicted, 
the Democrats win Congress, it will not 
mean that the people wish Eisenhower were 
a Democrat. It will mean only that the net 
sum of 472 separate elections adds up that 
way, with no national issues to serry or even 
relate them. 

For instance, why is Delaware so close? 
Chiefly because the desegregation problem 
has made the Republican government of this 
half-Southern state look clumsier than usu- 
al. Why is Saltonstall in trouble in Massa- 
chusetts? Because to avoid worse trouble 
he is avoiding a stand on McCarthy in a 
state where that name arouses more passions 
than elsewhere. His opponent, Furcolo, has 
the equally tricky problem of winning Ital- 
ian votes with his own name (which he 
spelled Furcolowe while at Yale) and Irish 
votes with his wife’s. In Illinois a distin- 
guished public servant, Paul Douglas, has so 
demagogued the unemployment issue, and 
his opponent Joe Meek has shaken so many 
hands, that the outcome may depend on 
whether the cops of Cook County think a 
candidate for sheriff has insulted their wives 
(see pp. 20, 21). In New Jersey the head- 
line issue is whether Clifford Case is kind 
enough, or too kind, to his sister. In Ken- 
tucky the ex-Veep has made his own virility 
the issue. (In California, on the other hand, 
the Jimmy Roosevelt variant of this issue 
seems to have gone by the board.) The bingo 
laws are a big issue in several states; and ev- 
erywhere party lines are crisscrossed for lo- 
cal non-party reasons, good or bad. In Ohio 
two Scripps-Howard papers are supporting 
Bender while the third is for Burke. Who 
can make national sense of all thi 


Nationally, the Republicans have as good 
a two-year record to stand on as any party 
could ask for, as well as the best-liked Presi- 
dent in years; yet they seem unable to turn 
either into votes. The Democrats have es- 
tablished no general case against the Admin- 
istration, yet they seem to be canalizing 
some nameless dissatisfaction all the same. 

Some Republicans blame themselves for 


poor salesmanship of a good product. It 
is true that Eisenhower's political advisers 
have not been very adroit. They kept chang- 
ing their minds about his own proper role in 
the campaign and about whether and how to 


revive the °52 issues of Trumanism and sub- 
version. Yet poor salesmanship is not the 
whole story. The Republicans have a good 
product all right; but to pursue the Madison 
Avenue figure, its package is wrong. 

Its package is wrong because the Republi- 
can party still exudes a minority atmosphere. 
Except for Ike and a handful of others, its 
spokesmen give the impression of being too 
scared, too mad, too cold or too small to 


represent so great a country. The party has 
lost one towering figure—Robert A. Taft— 
who lent it an atmosphere of intellect and 
integrity. No new sources of good atmos- 
phere have emerged in Congress except 
Senator Watkins, and he had all he could 
do to regain the ground lost by the McCarthy- 
Army hearings—themselves an exhibition 
not only of the party’s number one handi- 
cap but of the second-rate character of his 
colleagues. Thus there are really two things 
wrong with the Republican party. One is 
that there are too many Democrats for its 
health. The other is its failure, in Roscoe 
Drummond's words, “to find and to present 
to the voters a sufficient number of abso- 
lutely first-class candidates.” 


But if that is what’s wrong, and its record 
and policies are right, then the Republican 
party (and with it the two-party system) can 
have a great future as well as a great past. 
And the independent voter can help bring 
that future nearer, even in this less tham 
inspiring election, in two ways. 

First, where top-notch Republicans are om 
the ballot, the independent owes them his 
support in order to improve the ratio of 
votes to quality in American elections gen- 
erally and among Republicans in particular. 
Examples of top-drawer Republicans who 
need and deserve more independent support 
are Case in New Jersey, Cooper in Kentucky, 
Ives in New York and Ferguson in Michigan. 

Second, the independent can reject false 
issues, of which this campaign offers a com- 
plete set. One false issue that may swing sev- 
eral congressional seats was presented last 
week by Eddie Cantor, who published a full- 
page bleat in the New York Times against 
Dulles’ policy toward Israel, obviously aimed 
at the Zionist-influenced vote. Fair-minded 
students of Dulles’ foreign policy know that 
instead of being anti-Israel, he has don 
far more than his predecessors ever did 
to lay a basis for peace between Israel and 
its Arab neighbors. 

Another false issue is the slogan “Vote for 
a job. Vote Democratic.” The Republican 
answer may not be effectual but it is truc: 
there are a lot more jobs in the country 
today than when Truman left office, and @ 
Jot fewer unemployed than he thought toler- 
able before the Korean war. If unemploy- 
ment is an issue, it isn’t one between Repub- 
licans and Democrats. In fact, there are 
no national party issues in this election 
except the Republican party's excellent rec- 
ord, its inferior personality and its poten- 
tially great future. 

The President wants a Republican Con- 
gress for the sake of his program—a propo- 
sition with which the independent voter 
may or may not agree. But he can surely 
agree that a better Republican party will 
be good for the President, his program and 
the whole country.

British learn why their Comets crashed, Captain Video drops in and U.S. doctors get a Nobel Prize 


One of the most exhaustive aircraft autop- 
sies in history neared completion last week 
as British experts presented the results of 
their investigation into the crashes of two 
passenger-carrying Comets in the Mediterra- 
nean. Dredging the bottom of the sea. the Brit- 
ish Navy had recovered three-quarters of one 
of the planes. Painstakingly reconstructing it, 
they discovered from the way some parts were 
deformed that the disaster began with an al- 
most instantaneous upward force of air gener- 
ated within the cabin, Apparently a ceiling 
panel had weakened and blown outward at high 
altitude. The violent rush of air from the pres- 
surized cabin had been so swift that passen- 
gers were carried with it and the plane had 
collapsed and disintegrated, Tests on a ground- 
ed Comet, using water pressure, revealed a 
similar defect.

The Reichstag burns again 


When Germany's historic Reichstag building 
was set on fire by sabotage in 1933, the Nazis, 
who probably started the fire, made decisive 
political capital of it by claiming it was the 
work of Communist terrorists. But the old 
building and its stately dome withstood both 
the Nazis and the wartime bombings, which 
denuded the steel structure. Last week the 
dome was deliberately fired again, this time by 
German workmen. Fifteen thermite charges 
were ignited to melt through the girders and 
topple the already tottering structure between 
the building's unused walls. But again, even 
after this fire, the dome still stood.

A NEGLECTED PAINTER OF A GENTLE WORLD REGAINS HIS LOST FAME

In 1889 a young man with gentle eyes and a grave countenance 
joined a Paris revolt. The young man was Edouard Vuillard and 
the revolt, like so many that had kindled Paris, was launched 
by some zealous painters. Calling themselves the Nabis (from 
the Hebrew word for prophet), they advocated a boldly decora- 
tive, symbolic approach to art. Everywhere the artists—among 
them Pierre Bonnard (Lire, July 19, 1948)—propounded their 
theories and always Vuillard sat by listening. 

At home, Vuillard began to adapt the theories to the world 
he knew best—a quiet world presided over by his widowed moth- 
er, filled with simple furniture, enclosed by familiar flowered 
walls, These paintings, adventurous in their arrangement of 
patterns and their mingling of colors, incorporated the new 


decorative ideas while preserving a respect for the homely reali- 
ties of everyday life. This sensitive combination of originality 
and tradition brought Vuillard rapidly to the attention of 
leading French art patrons and dealers. By the time he was 30, 
he was the most famous of all the Nabi 

But Vuillard could not maintain a spirit of revolt and daring. 
A shy, detached bachelor who seldom ventured far beyond his 
home, he began to grow conservative and his art prosaic. He was 
soon eclipsed by more inventive modern painters and when he 
died in 1940 at the age of 72, the world barely noted his passing. 
But fame has gradually come again to Vuillard. This year he was 
honored by exhibitions here and abroad, and critics now hail 
the gentle, intimate works of his youth as “little masterpieces.”

During the 1890s Vuillard was swept into a 
busy creative world of artists, «writers and 
theater people. He painted wall panels for pri- * 
vate homes, designed sets for plays, drew ad- 
vertisements for a literary magazine. Wher- 
ever he went, he jotted down in a notebook 
little sketches of people and objects he ob- 
served about him, These were transformed 
into vivid, decorative images in his paintings, 
In an artful fusion of animate and inanimate, 
he created complex patterns resembling a florid 
tapestry. Vuillard’s acute feeling for patterns 
grew out of his association with the dressmak- 
ing environment of his mother. Continually 
under his eye were the bolts of flowered silks, 
the satins, ribbons and colored threads spread 
in casual clutter about their small apartment, 
With his vision thus trained, Vuillard de- 
voted himself to recording what he called the 
“small sensations” of color and form: that he 
found within the narrow bounds of his life. 


SYMPHONY IN RED was audacious experiment 
of 1893 in whi lard combined conflicting 
tones of red in nt harmony.

‘THE MEAL, shared by Mme. Vuillard and grand- 
child, was painted about 1899.

VERNON PICK’S $10 MILLION 


THROUGH THIS FORSAKEN LAND OF TOWERING BUTTES, TREACHEROUS ROCK, DEEPLY CUT CANYONS, VERNON PICK MADE HIS PERILOUS WAY TO A FABULOUS DISCOVERY. 


HE FOUGHT STORMS, RATTLERS, POISON WATER, DEATH ITSELF TO FIND 


Rr’ MEMBERING the night of the fire, Vernon Pick says, “My wife 
was teaching school then and had to stay in town for a meeting, 
so I drove in and had supper at a restaurant so I could pick her up. 
While I was eating, one of the men who worked for me rushed in 
and yelled, ‘The mill’s on fire!’ I ran out with him and got in the 
car and drove as fast as we could go. I could see the sky ligh 
as we came near. Then there it was. The whole thing was Tike a 
chimney. There was nothing anyone could do, I just stood there and 
watched it go and listened to the machinery dropping. When a ma- 
chine hit that concrete lower floor, it was like the sound of an enor- 
mous sheet of glass breaking. I had put everything I made back into 
the place and I figured my investment by that time was about $40,000, 
but the insurance covered only about a third of it. That was about 
the saddest night of my life.” 

There were going to be some sad nights and days after that; but, 
too, there were to be some good ones and perhaps the best came two 
weeks ago. A bit earlier Pick had sold a piece of property to an in- 
vestment company called Atlas Corporation. There hal been fhe 
usual legal problems, establishment of clear title and so forth. These 
were settled and the property—a mine still largely undeveloped and 
not impressive to look at—was transferred legally from Pick to Atlas. 
Pick was sorry in a way to see it go, for he had found it and operated 
it himself and had a sentimental bond to it. On the other hand he 
felt an elation easy to understand as he received the down payment— 
a check for $5,060,000. And he could look forward with satisfaction 
to the balance of more millions in cash, an option on a large bloc of 
Atlas Corporation stock (from which he already has a paper profit 
of $60,000) and an airplane added into the deal: a total payment in 
cash, stock options and goods of $9,370,000. Adding his previous 
profits, the mine will have brought him about $10 million. 

The mill burned on May 9, 1951, the down payment on the mine 
was made on Oct. 14, 1954, Between these two dates, little more than 
three years apart, lies one of the remarkable stories of these times: 
of adventure and fortitude, of life on one of the last frontiers of the 
nation and of dazzling wealth acquired with dazzling suddenness. If 
it is not entirely unique, so much the better. It is a story that could 
have happened—give or take some important details—to almost any- 
one. How important these details are will be seen in due course. 
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Some background is necessary. In 1948 the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, hoping to make this country less dependent on foreign 
sources of uranium, decided to exploit domestic ore resources to the 
limit. It was known that uranium existed in the Colorado Plateau, 
108,000 square miles of arid land centering on the “Four Corners” 
where Colorado, Utah, Arizona and New Mexico meet. No one knew 
of any major deposits. On the other hand no one could say what 
hidden in the immense, primordial wasteland of the Pla- 
teau with its mile-high mesas and mile-deep crevasses and canyons. 
So the AEC opened an office at Grand Junction, Colo., the biggest 
(pop. 13,000) town of the Four Corners area, and set up a system of 
bonuses, haulage allowances and marketing guarantees to encourage 
prospecting. From Denver to Phoenix the inhabitants began to de- 
velop “uranium fever.” 


Utopia at Two Rivers 


Viney PICK, living near the tiny (pop. 500) town of Royalton, 
Minn., had remained unaware of this. A farm boy of the strictest 
and most frugal Methodist inheritance, he had rebelled against the 
disciplines of both school and family and had left home early to be- 
come a self-taught journeyman electrician and later the proprietor of 
his own electrical business in Minneapolis. Self-searching and in- 
tellectually restless, he developed a fervid interest in knowledge 
and became familiar with the classics from Aristophanes to Tol 
and with several of the modern sciences. But authoritarianism, 
whatever the source, repelled him as an adult as it had in child- 
hood and eventually it led him into conflict with the union in his 
own small business. Imbued with Utopian philosophies of Rous- 
seau and Robert Owen, he took refuge in something he called “the 
self-sustenance homestead.” 

This, when he found it, was an old abandoned flour mill at a place 
known as Two Rivers, near Royalton, 90 miles from Minneapolis. 
With his wife, a young schoolteacher named Ruth Johnson (an ear- 
lier marriage had ended in divorce, an unhappy episode that con- 
tributed to his wariness of life), he rebuilt the property with his 
own labor, moved there in 1946 and set up his business. Soon he was 
doing a substantial mail-order trade in rewound motors and auto

generators; on another floor was a woodworking shop where he 
turned out maple and birch furniture for sale, while in another 
sector his daughter Virginia (by his first wife) ran a job-printing 
plant. Ruth, who had entered into “self-sustenance” wholeheartedly, 
canned fruit and vegetables from the gardens and orchards. By 1951 
Pick was employing half a dozen nearby farm boys as help. He was 
independent, he had leisure to read and he was making a living; he 
had no other material ambitions. 

This was the enterprise that burned in the fire on May 9, 1951. 

“We thought about rebuilding,” Pick remembers, “and even drew 
up some pants But our hearts weren't in it.” Finally the Picks de- 
cided to discard the past and go to the West Coast, where Pick fig- 
ured he could get work in one of the aircraft factories. Meantime 
they determined to treat themselves to a vacation, “probably the 
last vacation we'd be able to afford in a long while.” Mexico appealed 
to them. With $6,000 of their $13,500 insurance money they bought 
a black Ford panel truck and a big house trailer and— nia having 
taken a secretarial job in Minneapolis—set off alone, stopping to 
take in the sights, traveling in a leisurely way toward their unsus- 
pected destiny. 

It was in Colorado Springs that they heard about the uranium 
boomlet. Pick was intrigued. He had time on his hands and he still 
had $6,000 to live on. He had a strong 200-pound body and was in 
rugged health. He knew nothing about geology or prospecting, but 
he had always had “a knack for reading something i in a book and then 
being able to go out and put it into practice.” Perhaps, so he told 
himself, he was due for some good luck. Perhaps he could make a 
strike big enough to supply capital for a fresh start on the coast. He 
allowed himself to think of one worth $50,000. It was a nice round 
figure: with that much he could be his own man again. 

Ruth took the news calmly since, as she has said, “I never did 
know what he was going to do next. I suppose I could have said no 
and if I'd made a fuss about it he would have dropped the idea. 
But that would have made him unhappy. Then I'd have been un- 
happy. So. . .” Pick drove to the University of Colorado at Boul- 
der, introduced himself in the geology department and secured 
some maps and advice on which geology books to buy. In Denver 
he bought a good small Geiger counter for $99.50 and light camping 


equipment, including a > kit e dehydrated foods. 
Thus outfitted (at a total investment of about $400), he hitehed up 
the trailer and drove with Ruth to Grand Junction, where he made

of a few houses, a general store and some small nearby fields end 
with the precision of a knife cut where irrigation stops. One comes 
upon it with disbelief: a speck of stubborn protoplasm amidst the 
vastness of the desert, surrounded by drifting sands, stupendous 
buttes, grotesque red sandstone goblin shapes and arid washes filled 
with loose, bone-dry pebbles. A few miles to the east, across the 
Burr Desert and the Dirty Devil River, is Robbers Roost Canyon, 
in the old days a fortress refuge for a gang of bank robbers and cat- 
tle rustlers. Some of their descendants still live in Hanksville, which 
has a population of 40. It lies 60 miles from the nearest railroad and 
100 miles from the nearest doctor; there are no telephones. Pick 
arrived here on Nov. 2, 1951.

A the only settlement for many miles around, Hanksville saw a 
ood many prospectors who came from time to time for supplies. 
Most of its own able-bodied males had done or were doing prospect- 
ing too. Thus it was a good place to hear of new finds, of where 
others had been and what they had seen and, in general, to “the 
feel of the situation.” Pick spent a few days unobtrusively doing 
so. In his new dungarees and with his new equipment and glossy 
black truck he obviously was an outlander and evidently a rich one. 
To Hanksville men who had spent years searching the desert for 
it was an affront that he, who knew nothing at all except 
from books, should hope. to find anything that they had missed. They 
treated him with suspicion and dry reserve. (He learned later that

one theory had been that he was an FBI agent.) Pick, with his own 
sense of privacy and a strong native dignity, did nothing to intrude 
but waited for time and familiarity to make him accepted. Mean- 
time he absorbed what information was overheard or volunteered, 
and shortly he began to make forays into the desert, 

Driving as far as a road or trail lasted, he would make camp, 
shoulder his pack and set off on foot under the hot blue sky to 
explore in any direction that looked interesting. He remembers 
that in these early days he was elated. The desert shapes were 
mysteries that he wanted to penetrate. The vast loneliness only 
fortified his sense of personal identity. The dangers and obstacles 
that he foresaw excited him. 

But he found nothing; and soon he realized that he did not, in 
fact, know how to find anything or how to recognize with assur- 
ance what he did find. The books he with him had been writ. 
ten before there was much thought of uranium and what they had 
to say about it was not too helpful. They were, however, explicit 
about one thing: uranium was most likely to be found in two rock 
layers called respectively the Morrison formation and the Shina- 
rump conglomerate. 

To the geologist the Colorado Plateau is an immense museum 
in which great and ancient events are recorded in stone. At vari- 
ous tim is the land rose and sank in response to forces in the 
earth, it had been covered with swamps and lakes and even for a 
time by ocean; fossil sea shells still can be found on some of the 
high mesas. Each new inundation left its mark as sediment sank 
to the bottom, slowly building a deposit which solidified and turned 
to stone. Many layers down, as a souvenir of the Jurassic age 150 
million years ago, comes the Morrison formation of variegated red, 
green and gray shale. In turn, some hundreds of feet and 40 mil- 
lion years below it, comes the light brown and gray Shinarump. 
Here and there the: me to the surface, but ordinarily one must 
look along the walls of canyons, where millions of years of water 
erosion have cut through and exposed them. 

Once having found a formation, one looks for signs of ore 
are wildl ied. The richest ore is pitchblende 
st. as black as coal. But the most common form of high- 
grade ore in Colorado is yellow. The lower and intermediate grades 
may range through combinations of red, green, brown, gray and 
black in unpredictable confusion. With a Geiger counter, of course, 
one can test rock samples for radiation, But the counter’s range 
is short. One could spend a lifetime in a single canyon chipping 
and measuring samples. 

_ Gradually, by trial and error and with the advice of AEC geolo- 
whom he sometimes encountered, Pick gained the practical 
knowledge he needed. And he began to look like a prospector, The 
heavy shoes with their deep rubber cleats were scuffed and bat- 
tered; the dungarees were dirty and filled with desert dust; the 
wide-brimmed felt was soaked sopping with sweat. His face and 
arms were deeply tanned. He felt good. Andjhe felt confident. He 
had already become victimized by the prospector’ $s occupational 
disease: the delusion, dream and conviction that “the next time 
out” would be the time he would strike it rich. 

It did not happen the next time, the next or the next; and 
the realistic chances, of course, were that it would never happen.

There was no way he could 
get at the wound to cut it and let the poison bleed out, so he 
could only wait to see if he would die. He finally slept and awoke 
to find himself alive, so he shouldered his pack (“it hurt like the 
devil at first”) and went on to do a day’s prospecting. He saw so 
many rattlers that he lost his fear of them, if not his re§pect for 
them, Soon he even stopped carrying his pistol, having learned 
that, with very few exceptions, wild creatures will not attack a man 
unless threatened. 

One day, walking into a narrow sandy gully, he was suddenly 
aware of a wildcat basking in the sun a few feet away. The wildcat 
saw him at the same time and stared at him for an instant from 
big yellow eyes; then it rose-in the air and ricocheted vertically up 
a 20-foot crevasse, not clawing but bouncing, and vanished before 
his own heart had gone more than a few jolting beats. 

There were strange sights in the desert. On a mesa top he came 
across the skeleton of a dinosaur. Again, not many miles away, 
he saw a bright, mysterious object glinting in the sun. It remained 
an enigma as he approached: a large, ovoid, exquisitely stream- 
lined figure of silvery metal. He examined it warily, thinking of

During the months that Pick was in the desert he returned 
every fortnight or so to Hanksville for supplies, and every few iL TEXAS COMPANY, 
weeks he would drive back to Grand Junction. Ruth, living there

and tired, and all he could think about just then was a bath and in all 48 states 
some good food and a night’s sleep. Then he'd want to talk. He 
doesn’t talk a great deal ordinarily, but out there alone it built up Texaco Products ar 
in him. We'd sit up half the night while he'd tell me all the things TUNE. TEXAGO STAR THEATER starring JIMMY DURANTE or DONALD "CONNOR on television. 
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Pick's TEMPORARY PARTNER, Cowboy-Prospector June Marsing, grew 
discouraged and quit, taking his truck with him, Thereafter Pick was alone. 
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he'd seen and where he'd been and what he'd been doing. He'd 
rest up a few days and then he'd be gone again. It’s funny, the 
time went by because I kept thinking that each trip would be his 
last one and then we'd be on our way again. But he always had to 
go out one more time. At first I didn’t worry so much about him 
because I didn’t realize what he was up against. But at Christmas 
he took me with him and we lived out there together for a few 
weeks. I got an idea of what the desert was like; and after that I 
worried. It was awful not knowing where he was or what was hap- 
pening to him. Any time he could be dying. 

In January, Pick found a fairly promising deposit just down 
from the rim of Little Wild Horse Mesa, not far from Hanksville. 
He staked it out and, calling on his Greek, named it the “Alpha” 
claim. That month, too, he teamed with June Marsing, a cowboy- 
prospectcr from Hanksville. Marsing was a fine man, Pick remem- 
bers, a hard worker in camp and a great teller of tall tales of the 
old West, and Pick enjoyed his company. Moreover he had a four- 
wheel-drive truck which could penetrate farther off the roads than 
Pick’s panel truck. But after seven weeks of luckless searching 
Marsing became discouraged and returned to Hanksville, taking 
his truck along. Pick spoke with several other men about going 
partners but nothing ever came of it; so, except for this interval, 

e was alone. 

Early in the game he had decided to get away from the acces- 

sible places where he had to compete with old prospectors and 
"The trouble with most people,” he 

s, “is that they don’t ‘like to walk, They want to go where they 

can drive a car or ride a horse. To get into the places where I 

wanted to go—the places nobody else had been—there was no 

choice but walking. And I walked plenty.” 

Yet, except for the problematical Alpha claim, which would take 
capital even to explore adequately, there was nothing to show for 
his walking. By June 1952 the Picks had only $300 left. It was just 
about enough, they calculated, to buy gasoline and food for the 
trip to the coast and to keep them until a job could be found. Pick 
nevertheless decided to go out “one more time” —which, as he had 
to agree, would necessarily be the last one. 

The “one more” would be into the San Rafael Swell. He could 
see it across the valley as he stood on his Alpha claim: an awesome 
upfolding thousands of feet high and stretching to the horizon on 
both sides. Beyond its huge outer “reef” —a tilted mass of jagged 
rocks—as he knew from geological reports, there was a good chance 
of encountering a Shinarump layer. 

One morning, at the beginning of this last trip, Pick stood on the 
rim of Little Wild Horse Mesa and stared across at the San Rafael, 
checking his terrain map with his eye. It was a hot, bright, clear 
day and he could see plainly the many narrow apertures where can- 
yons gashed the edge of the reef. Down below, a mile or so from 
where it cascaded into the valley, there was a big dry wash from 
which numberless small gullies crisscrossed to the reef face. The 
wash looked like a feasible road. He reasoned that he could drive 
along it, using the gullies as access roads to the canyons, dismount- 
ing when driving became impossible and entering the canyons on 
foot. With this plan he climbed down to his truck, far below in the 
valley, and made camp. The next morning he drove bumpily over 
the desert to the wash. 

The plan failed after only a few hundred feet when he rounded a 
bend and drove with considerable speed into the middle of a deep 
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sand bar. The truck was stuck. He had to spend the rest of the day 
carrying rock and building a roadway on which to back up. In the 
process he smashed a finger. Toward dark he freed the truck, drove 
back to his old camp site near the mesa and settled down in dis: 
gruntlement to wait for morning and another chance. 

This time he drove only to the edge of the wash and walked to 
the canyons. He worked from east to west, trying South Temple. 
Crack, Chute and smaller, nameless canyons one after another. \ 
few soon narrowed to nothing; others were piled with great boul 
ders. One, which went on for a mile or more and seemed sure to 
continue, brought him up against an unscalable 30-foot cliff, He 
tried them all and none led through to the interior of the Swell. 
Once he tortuously climbed the rock face to the top of the reef 
itself, but this only brought him to the edge of a precipice drop: 
ping a sheer thousand feet. 

However one possibility remained, A forlorn watercourse calle:! 
the Muddy River cut through the southeast corner of the Swell, as 
he could see by his map. It was a nasty stream that looked like its 
name and oldtimers in the area had warned him to stay clear of it, 
Still, its deep canyon might offer a way, and it was necessary to find 
out. From his camp to where the Muddy emerged from the reef 
looked to be about 15 miles—a long day’s walk, but not too far, he 
believed. So early one morning he loaded his pack and four canteens 
of water and set off. With him he also had his Scintillometer, an 
instrument which works on the same general principle as the r 
counter but is much more sensit With a Scintillomet 
could go along a hillside, for instance, and pick up gamma rays from 
any ore within a radius of several dozen feet. 

Pick had debated a long time about this piece of equipment, for the 
Scintillometer cost almost $1,000. Yet, having embarked on his 
gamble, it had seemed to him that he should do whatever he could 
to improve his chances and in February he had bought it, Ruth was 
shocked at the price and the drastic depletion of their capital but 
agreed with more equanimity than she felt, However, she said, if he 
got a Scintillometer, it seemed fair that she should have a sewing 
machine; and Pick promised that she would have one. 

The Scintillometer weighed close to 15 pounds. With his pack, 
prospector’s pick and full canteens, it brought his load to more than 
65 pounds as he began his long walk 


A river of horror 


HE terrain was much rougher than he had figured on and by 
noon he was exhausted. He began to doubt that he could make it 
to the river. At the top of a ridge he collapsed, squirmed free of his 


pack and stretched out to rest, too tired even to look for a spot of 
shade. After a while he ate some dates, drank some water and was 
surprised to find his strength returning. He started and soon 
found that he had passed the highest ridges and that much of the 
remaining distance was downgrade. There were many slick 
slopes to traverse. He had to move carefully. Once a pebble « 
beneath his boot and sent him sliding toward the rim of a canyon, 
but the pack slowed him and brought him up short with only some 
scratches and bruises. That night, by moonlight, he reached the 
banks of the Muddy. 

Very soon after becoming a prospector, Pick had developed a sol- 
itary game in which he matched two parts of his nature. The object 
of the game was to keep moving and it worked like this: if he did 
what he set out to do, he would get a reward. If he walked half an 
hour without resting, he could have a drink of water. If he climbed 
to the top of a difficult ridge, he could rest. On this day of seoreh- 
ing sun and dust and fatigue, he had thought about his reward, 
which was to be a cooling swim in the river. He approached it 
now with the slow, disciplined satisfaction with which he took all 
such rewards, assuming a kind of negligence which only made the 
fulfillment more delectable. 

‘The water glinted invitingly in the moonlight. Yet, when he came 
to its edge, he experienced an instinctive feeling close to horror. It 
was rolling high and fast from flash rains back somewhere in the 
Swell, but in spite of its speed it seemed to have a viscosity and 
a heaviness like oil. He took off his shoes and let the water flow 
around his swollen feet and ankles. The feeling was unpleasant, 
like a soup of cobwebs. He scooped up a panful and saw that it was 
the color of congealing blood from red sandstone sediment. He 
decided not to have a swim but instead bathed his face and arn 

Taking the pan of water, he returned to his pack, got some 
powdered milk and sprinkled it heavily into the water—a trick he 
had learned long before. The milk and silt mixed and sank to the 
bottom, leaving a layer of murky but relatively clean water which 
he poured into his coffee pot. Soon he had a driftwood fire 
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‘WELCOME ENCOUNTERS for Pick in the desert were the rare meetings with 
other prospectors and AEC geologists. Loneliness made everyone talkative. 
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going and in the small, bright area of its light sat down to a good 
‘neal of canned meat, dried potatoes, hot biscuits and coffee. He 
built the fire higher with driftwood and lay in his sleeping bag to 
smoke a cigaret and watch the shadows play among the ghosts and 
gargoyle faces of the canyon walls. He was neither peaceful nor 
appy, but he was extremely tired; and soon he slept. 

n the light of morning, examining the entrance to the gorge 
from which the dirty river roiled, he was disturbed to find the 
channel weaving from side to side. To gain footway between the 
water and the canyon walls one would need to cross and recross 
the course. Pick did not like the idea. The water looked deep; 
besides, he had heard that it had a quicksand bottom. He decided 
to try again climbing the face of the reef. All morning he fought 
his way up the steep rocky slope, only to find his way blocked at 
last by a branch canyon that lay at right angles to the main 

~ canyon. He followed it until it ended abruptly in a hole some 50 
feet in diameter and about a thousand feet deep. There was no 
feasible way around the hole. He retraced his route and ended near 
his starting point on the Muddy, having wasted a whole day. 

Plainly, the only fragment of hope remaining in his last-chance 
expedition lay in entering the canyon and following the river, 
fording it where and as he had to. For an hour he studied it, walk- 
ing back and forth, judging the current and trying to get some idea 
of its varying depths. Then, holding his boots and socks aloft to 
keep them dry, he chose his spot and waded in.

‘That day he felt the first violent symptoms of a worse disorder. 
He had been a bit queasy the day before; now he began to have 
severe stomach cramps and diarrhea and he suspected that it was 
because he had been drinking the river water. As he knew, it was 
apt to contain alkali, gypsum and other substances leached out 
from the rocks along its course, but he had taken his chances be- 
fore with such water—and had been ill before for that matter. In 
any case there was no other water to drink, so he could only hope 
ystem would adjust itself to whatever special impuri- 
ties this contained. 

As the day wore on, however, he felt worse. At last he had to 
admit to himself that he was really ill. He wondered what he could 
do to purify the water and remembered once having seen someone 
make charcoal. It was supposed to be a good purifying agent. 
Rounding a bend in the river, he came to a sand bar with a few 
cottonwood trees. They could be his raw material, he thought, and 
he could try to build an oven out of flat stones; then he could hope 
to remember the process correctly. He slipped his pack off near 
the cottonwood trees and sat down in their shade before beginning 
the job. The opaque, hateful eyes of a rattlesnake stared at him a 
few feet away. Pick leaped up and grabbed a driftwood stick. He 
managed to club the snake to death. Then, trembling with fatigue, 
fright and his retching, griping sickness, he searched the area for 
others. Finding none, he lay down beside his pack to rest in misery. 

When he felt a little better he found stones and built his oven 
and cut some branches. He got the fire going in the oven, sealed 
the openings with sand and waited. When he opened the oven, he 
was pleased to find a good grade of charcoal. Punching holes in 
one of his canteens, he filled it half with fine gravel. Then he filled 
it the rest of the way with crushed charcoal. He poured water into 
the top. It sprayed out through the holes exactly as he had 
planned. But it was dirtier than ever. He tried using more charcoal 
and less sand, bigger pieces of charcoal and finer sand, but nothing 
worked and at last he threw the whole contrivance away in disgust. 


A grim discovery 


HILE collecting the flat stones for the oven he had come 

across the mummified carcass of a cow. How the cow hap- 
pened to be there in the depths of the canyon and how it had died 
were mysteries, but he remembered stories of cattle straying from 
their herds, wandering up watercourses such as this and dying of 
bad water. He was very sick, he knew, and by now he lay three days 
away from reliable water. For the first time he allowed the thought 
to form that he might He examined the thought carefully, 
standing somewhat aloof from it. It was not terribly important, he 
found, not as important as he had imagined. 

‘That night he only dozed, waking often from the wild racing of 
his heart. In the first light he checked his pulse with his watch and 
counted 130 beats to the minute. He could not recall what the rate 
was supposed to be but he knew that his was much too fast. Soon, 
in the full light, he became aware that something was happening 
to his eye ion seemed to go in and out of focus and now 
and then he was blinded by a hurtling flash of color.

Part of the rea- 
son, perhaps, lay in an obscure and rankling sense of destiny that 
had always bothered him, even when he was a boy and not doing 
well in school.

Pick, 
although he has no formal religion and has always been an agnostic, 
feels also in retrospect that some indefinable and perhaps even

supernatural force may have taken hold of him. In any case he had 
somehow become gripped by a “dumb obsession,” as he has said, 
which made it absolutely n that he go on—not for the 
possible reward of mone; imind no longer associated what 
he was doing with mo: but to triumph against these hostile ele- 
ments, to reach his goal (or die) for his own sake as a human being. 

So he told himself that after he had rested, he would continue 
his walk up the river. Meantime he must go back for the Scintil- 
lometer. He picked it up and, with the automatic gesture of long 
habit, adjusted the dial calibration so that it would be register- 
ing properly as he carried it along to the new camp site. 

He realized at once that something was wrong. The needle would 
not go back to normal. He wondered if it was the batteries. He 
needed a new set, he knew, but they cost $50 and he had taken the 
chance that they would last for this final trip. Still, if the batteries 
were weak, why would the needle register high? Apparently some- 
thing was wrong with the mechanism. A disaster if so; he 
would have to check it again at the new camp. 

He carried it along limply, paying little attention to it as the 
needle joggled erratically. At the entrance to a small wash it shot 
up again. He walked into the wash. The needle fell. This was 
very peculiar. He walked out of the wash and up a slope to a big 
boulder. The needle rose. He looked up at the canyon face. There, 
about 400 feet above, was a formation that could be Shinarump. 
He climbed slowly upward, favoring his sore feet as much as possi- 
ble, but soon had to sit on a large black rock to rest. He looked at 
the needle—it had gone completely off the top of the scale. He was 
mystified, for there was nothing nearby that looked like uranium- 
bearing ore. Tentatively he chipped off a piece of the rock he was 
sitting on. It was speckled with yellow. 

Pick jumped to his feet. This rock, and the others down below 
that accounted for his “false” readings there, must have fallen 
from the canyon face, perhaps from the Shinarump-looking layer 
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far above. Suddenly Pick was no longer sick and no longer tired, 
and he scrambled up the loose rockfall, sliding and striving, find- 
ing handholds when he came to the canyon face, up and up, and at 
last came to the formation. He jammed his pick into it and pried 
out a chunk. It was all yellow. 


HE trip down the river is not completely clear in Pick’s mind. 

He found an old driftwood log, he remembers, burned it in two 
and lashed it together to make a rude raft on which he placed him- 
self and his belongings. For a while he sailed along nicely on the 
swift current. Then the raft smashed against a boulder in the river 
bed and spilled everything. Pick managed to grab the scintillome- 
ter and a food package but in the melee the rearing and careening 
raft smashed his left foot against the boulder. No bones were bro- 
ken though the foot was badly bruised. When he struggled out of 
the water with his salvage he found that he could still walk. Open- 
ing the package, he saw that it contained oatmeal, damp but still 
edible, and an intact can of dried milk. 

So he limped painfully down the river, retracing his route, liv- 
ing on the oatmeal and milk. And he came finally to the canyon’s 
mouth. But then he had still to traverse the 15 miles of rugged 
country that lay between him and his truck. For the last time he 
filled his canteens in the river. The day was scorching and by late 
afternoon he had run out of water. He remembered that he had a 
five-gallon can of it back in the truck. This became his reward and 
he staggered on. Night overtook him and he could barely see by 
the light of a thin moon. He fell over rocks, bruising and bloody- 
ing his hands and face, crawled across washes on hands and knees, 
clawed up gullies. At last, miraculously, there was the truck. 

He found the door, pulled out the water can and got it to his 
mouth, But in the desert sun the cargo space of the truck had be- 
come an oven and the water in the can had become almost scald- 
ing hot—too hot to drink. 

For a while he lay on the ground. He sipped at the water as it 
cooled. Then he got into the truck and began to drive across the 
desert valley in the direction of th int road which would lead 
him to Hanksville. The trouble with his eyes had grown worse. In 
the glare of the headlights the desert shapes wavered and swam 
and now and then exploded in iridescent blobs of color. He became 
aware of a light moving across the desert toward him and thought 
that this was an especially curious thing, He watched it idly as it 
came closer, wondering what final optical surprise it held. It grew 
brighter and brighter, coming directly at him until it became a 
blinding glare. Then he saw with numb disbelief that it was a pair of 
headlights and that behind the headlights was a jeep. 

The jeep halted and from it emerged two men whom Pick recog- 
nized dimly. They were, in fact, old friends of his, AEC geologists 
who knew of his plan to penetrate the San Rafael, who had become 
worried when he failed to return within a reasonable time and who 
had started out to look for him, 

They made Pick some coffee and got a little food into him. 
Gradually, as he began to revive, he was able to tell them some- 
thing about his walk up the Muddy. When he had finished, one of 
the men shook his head slowly and looked Pick over as if weighing 
his weak, thin and battered figure against what he had just heard. 
Then he said with conviction and almost angrily, “All the gold in 
Fort Knox isn’t worth it.” 


20 gallons of arsenic water 


'HE next day Pick reached a doctor and learned that he was 

suffering from arsenic poisoning. Evidently there was a de- 
posit of arsenic somewhere up the river and in flood times enough 
of it leached out to make the water dangerous. He calculated that 
he must have drunk about 20 gallons of it. 

Pick recorded his claim at the county seat at Castle Dale, rested 
briefly and then, having made arrangements for food and fresh wa- 
ter to he supplied to him by pack animal, went back up the river to 
occupy the claim for the 30 days necessary to prevent someone 
from “jumping” it. Then he came out, mortgaged his trailer for 
enough money to buy equipment and began to mine his ore, pack- 
ing it out by horse until he could afford a bulldozer to drive a ser- 
pentine road into and through the red hills that lie beyond the 
reef. As he worked into the ore body he began to realize that this 
was not a $50,000 claim as he had hoped, but something much 
bigger. He set a price on it: $1,333,333.33. This, less the capital 
gains tax of 25%, would have left him one million dollars free and 
clear. But no one would pay it, so he continued to “drift” his tun- 
nels in an exploratory way into the rock face, making money with 
the ore-laden excavations from the tunnels. There seemed to be no

limit to the ore. AEC men came and pondered and left in amaze- 
ment: the “Delta,” as Pick named it, was plainly one of the big- 
gest uranium finds ever made. His price went up as he drove deep- 
er. As noted earlier, Atlas Corporation finally bought it for more 
than $9 million. At the time of the sale he had already taken out 
one million dollars’ worth of ore. 


ND that is the story of how Vernon Pick struck it rich, It is, 
one must agree, an unusual story. And yet it has been paral- 
leled in some ways by the experiences of other prospectors on the 
Plateau. There have even been some equally happy endings. 
Charles Steen, for instance. A young geologist fired from his oil 
company job, he took his wife and four children to live in the tiny 
forsaken desert town of Cisco, and even for a time in a tent in the 
open, They were so poor that for a while there was no money to 
buy milk for the baby. Steen struck it rich a month after Pick did: 
his Mi Vida mine may have as much as $150 million worth of ore. 

And Joe Cooper, for instance. A truck driver and sometime 
prospector, he came across an undeveloped copper claim which he 
calculated could make a living for two or three men if they worked 
it together. He and his father-in-law and brother-in-law bought it 
tor $1,000. Soon they “drifted” through into uranium ore and 
their Happy Jack mine now is worth many millions. 

And, less happily, there are the hundreds of “gopher hole” 
miners, prospectors who have found a small deposit of uranium 
ore and drill it out for what amounts to only"a good day’s wage. 
When the ore pinches off they move on, prospecting again, always 
looking for something bigger, always hoping and_half-expecti 
that “the next time out” will bring a bonanza like Pick’s, Steen’s 
or Coope 

Pick’s and Steen’s discoveries and several others made by big 
mining companies all came during a year's time. Publicity about 
them turned the uranium boomlet into a roaring rush and Grand 
Junction into “the uranium capital” where even the drugstores 
counters. The Picks live now in a comfortable new 
home on the outskirts of Grand Junction. In between wondering 
what to do with his money, he runs Delta (Atlas Corporation in- 
sisted as part of the sale th: on for a while as chief execu- 
tive officer) together with two other mines he has bought and an 
exploration company through which he intends to locate some 
more uranium. He and Ruth find it pleasant to be rich although 
—as when he entered Hanksville as a tenderfoot—both are tak- 
ing their time to “get the feel of the situation.” After a good 
deal of hesitation he bought a Cessna airplane (he had learned 
to fly back in Minnesota) and she a Cadillac. She also has some 
rather expensive new dresses but hesitates to wear them in 
ion because “it would seem like showing off.” 

Pick has many callers during a day, among whom some are 
ambitious to help him spend his money in ways helpful to them- 
selves and others are new arrivals anxious to try their luck at pros- 
pecting. Pick tries to see as many of the latter as time allows and 
to be as helpful as he can. 

But he does not like to encourage them unduly. He is always 
careful to tell them, “It can get pretty rough out there. I wouldn’t 
recommend it for everyone.”
